The importance early diagnosis diabetes can 
hardly overemphasized. The undiagnosed patient 
untreated and his disease may progress insidiously. 
All too frequently the diagnosis diabetes made

While many aspects 
diabetes have not yet been explained, specific therapy 
has been available for over quarter century. The 
production insulin Banting and Best 1921 
has enabled millions throughout the world 
lead useful and more lengthy lives. Many mild 
diabetics can treated successfully physician 
without the use insulin.

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Health Department Safety Program

For several years the Los Angeles City Health 
Department has been actively engaged developing 
comprehensive home accident prevention program 
connection with its routine services the 
was felt that this program could successfully 
developed without interfering with the normal health 
activities the department that was badly needed 
and that the time had come establish clear-cut 
program pattern. 

result, safety-in-service education personnel 
was inaugurated, followed careful survey divi- 
sional activities best suited for the dissemination 
safety information the public. Posters, exhibits, 
publicity releases, monthly columns two publica- 
tions, bulletins, and lectures rounded out the 
program. Furthermore, close working relationship 
was established with agencies active the promotion 
home safety: Included were the American National 
Red Cross, Children’s Hospital, PTA, the city’s fire 
department, visting nurses groups, and others. 

When the Greater Los Angeles Chapter the 
National Safety Council entered the field home acci- 
dent prevention early February this year, the 
department was invited participated the chapter’s 
all-year home safe safety program. 
This program was patterned after its very successful 
control 
has since been accorded national recognition. 

The principles this program were very simple 
group safety-conscious organizations such the 
PTA, women’s the girl scouts, the Children’s 
Hospital, the local chapter the American National 
Red Cross, city fire department, Federation Coor- 
dinating Councils, and others, met under the auspices 
the local chapter the National Safety Council 
determine the most suitable home accident prevention 
themes for each month the year: Water 
June, ‘‘hot weather hazards’’ July, ‘‘home fire 
October, ‘‘Christmas Season hazards’’ 
December and on. 


Los Angeles Selects July 

Each cooperating agency then selected one particu- 
lar month for concentrated home safety campaign. 
The over-all planning and successful promotion such 
safety month was the full responsibility the 
individual agency. The Los Angeles City Health 
Department decided the month July, call 
attention hot weather hazards, since development 
this program would not interfere with the routine 


health programs which are usually somewhat lighter 
during the summer. 

The first step was the preparation 
sive plan action. not only contained the outline 
proposed but indicated the divisions best 
suited for the promotion certain safety aspects; 
enumerated the subjects for specialized safety bulle- 
tins; contained suggestions for exhibit themes and 
places (listing general items exhibited) and pro- 
posed special events. 

The plan was sent all district health officers, 
divisional directors, and specialized nursing and sani- 
tation supervisors, accompanied administrative 
directive requesting their cooperation and asking for 
their ideas, suggestions, and criticisms. 
ment was also made the monthly staff meeting 
the department’s top personnel. 

Meanwhile the subjects for the proposed safety 
bulletins were confirmed, all stressing specialized haz- 
ards hot weather. all, brief leaflets covering the 
following subjects, were prepared

Some the hazards mentioned the bulletins 
throughout the year, but are most prevalent during 
the hot weather months. Six hundred copies each 
bulletin were sent out during the month July. 
addition, over 2,000 those dealing with baby and 
child summer safety were distributed the mothers 
the well baby clinics the department’s Child 
Health Division. There were over 250 requests from 
outside agencies such the personnel and safety 
tions the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
the regional office the Veterans’ Administration, the 
personnel office the city’s Department Water and 
Power, some private physicians’ industrial nurses, and 
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many other similar groups and leaders. The depart- 
ment’s budget did not permit distribution the gen- 
eral hence attempt was made publicize 
their availability. 

Two city government departments were requested 
cooperate allocating window space for exhibits. 

The Department Water and Power assembled 
excellent display from materials, copy and layout 
supplied the health department. stressed child 
accident prevention and showed, not only actual 
hazards such dangerous toys, poison bottles and 
marbles, needles, pills, matches, but also emer- 
gency equipment used the Children’s Hospital. The 
greatest interest was aroused the display large 
ease, containing objects removed from nose and throat 
passages small patients. 

The city’s public library prepared four effective 
window displays, built around books available their 
readers and utilizing our copy, posters, and leaflets. 
The themes were ‘‘safety home,’’ ‘‘safety out-of- 
doors,’’ ‘‘safety eating’’ and ‘‘safety the 
Furthermore the library instructed its numerous 
branches throughout the city feature book displays 
summer hazards. 


The health department’s divisions child health, 
nutrition, industrial health and sanitation not only 
prepared and distributed leaflets, but had field staff 
give personalized advice when routine home and 
calls. The Division Epidemiology prepared 
related subjects and publicized the safety 
month the Weekly Morbidity Bulletin. The Nursing 
Division emphasized summer hazards while visiting

The Health and Information 
Division prepared numerous spot announcements that 
were used thoughout the month radio stations. 
also prepared number press releases that were 
sent out weekly the metropolitan and local news- 
papers. 

Several radio talks were given number groups 
were addressed; and the department participated 
‘‘swimming safety’’ panel. 

wind-up the safety month’s campaign, 
special breakfast meeting was arranged acquaint 
those present with the fact that the Los Angeles City 
Government very much interested safety and 
year-round safety programs.

Occupational Accident Deaths 1948 

Out every 100,000 workers the nation, 
were killed accidents during 1948. 

The National Safety Council states this represents 
improvement from rate per 100,000 1947, 
and the lowest occupational fatality rate since these 
records were started 1933. 

Accident death rates 1948 were lower than 
1947 for all the major industries except agriculture. 
Actual deaths agriculture increased only slightly, 
but drop the number employed persons resulted 
rate increase.

Health Federal Security Agency, permit 
the Service keep pace administratively with chang- 
ing concepts, public health and with current ad- 
publie health practices has been approved 
Surgeon General Leonard Scheele. 

The changes, which bring the organization into 
groupings the respective areas Public 
Health Service responsibility, were after year 
study special Committee Organization, 
headed Deputy Surgeon General Palmer 
Dearing. 

The reorganization regroups the various activities 
the Service within the framework the four 
previously existing bureaus that closely related 
programs are brought together single over-all 
administrative unit. The four bureaus, which, turn, 
are comprised several divisions, are: Office the 
Surgeon General, Bureau State Service, Bureau 
Medical Services, and the National Institutes Health. 

Changes the consolidation some pre- 
viously existing administrative units, and the distri- 
bution multiple functions formerly carried 
single units among several newly created divisions. 

Under the reorganization, activities within the 
office the Surgeon General are limited the over-all 
staff advisory functions the service. 


BUREAU STATE SERVICES 


The new structural plan brings together the 
Bureau State Services the federal-state and inter- 
state programs the service, and intended pro- 
mote better coordination programs with state and 
local communities. Activities the bureau are carried 
three branches, each directed associate 
bureau chief under the general direction the Bureau 
State Services. 


The three branches are: (1) Environmental Health 
Service, comprised the Divisions Sanitary Engi- 
neering, Industrial Hygiene, Water Pollution Control 
and the Environmental Health Center Cincinnati; 
(2) Personal Health Services, consisting the Divi- 
sions Chronic Disease, Dental Public Health, 
Tuberculosis, Venereal Disease, and the Communicable 
Disease Center Atlanta; (3) Administrative and 
Staff Services, made the Division State Grants, 
the National Office Vital Statistics, and the Offices 
Public Health Nursing, Health Education and 
Administrative Management. 

New divisions the Personal Health Services 
branch are the Divisions Chronic Disease, which, 
the growing importance the health 


problems posed chronic disease and the aging popu- 
lation, brings together existing programs these 
fields into one unit; and Public Dental Health, estab- 
lished carry the growing public health responsi- 
bility the dental health field.. The major functions 
these new divisions were previously located the 
Division States Relations which has been abolished. 


BUREAU MEDICAL SERVICES 


The Bureau Medical Services concerned with 
services directed toward remedying individual medical 
needs, and made programs clinical care, 
evaluation the Nation’s health resources and aid 
the construction hospital facilities. 


The bureau, which under the direction the 
chief the bureau and several associate chiefs, 
composed the Divisions Dental Resources, Nursing 
Resources, Medical and Hospital Resources, Federal 
Employees Health, Hospital Facilities, Foreign Quar- 
antine, Hospitals and Administrative Services. 

facilitate the effective performance the 
bureau’s functions, the Divisions Dentistry and 
Nursing, previously the Office the Surgeon Gen- 
eral have been transferred Medical Services, and the 
programs these units have been strengthened. 
Similarly, the Division Hospital Facilities, which 
administers the national hospital construction pro- 
gram, and which was previously the Bureau State 
Services, has been transferred Medical Services 
bring related programs together organization-wise. 
new division, Hospital and Medical has been 
established the bureau strengthen studies and 
leadership developing the medical resources the 
Nation. The functions this division, heretofore, have 
been carried part number service opera- 
tions. 


REORGANIZATION ACCOMPLISHED OVER PERIOD MONTHS 


The changes, which were made over period 
many months, were first effected the National Insti- 
tutes Health, where reorganization was completed 
some time ago. The recently created Institute Experi- 
mental Biology and Medicine and the Microbiological 
Institute resulted from the integration several divi- 
sions and laboratories into coordinated units. The 
Mental Health Institute was established through the 
transfer the National Institutes the functions 
the Division Mental Hygiene, previously the 
Bureau Medical Services. Two additional institutes, 
the National Heart Institute and the Institute 
Dental Research, have been established authoriza- 
tion the 80th Congress.

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New Law Tightens Regulations 
Sale Horse Meat 


Stricter regulation the sale horse meat 
California for under terms legislation now 
effect.* 

Horse meat may still sold for animal human 
consumption this State, but not stores res- 
taurants which deal other meat meat products 
for humans. 

Here are the main provisions the law: 


Uninspected Horse Meat 

Must labeled tagged ‘‘Horse meat not 
inspected. For animal consumption only.’’ Similar 
signs and placards must posted dealers. 

Must ‘‘decharacterized’’ being sprinkled 
mixed with for easy identification. 

Cannot sold groceries, butcher shops, deli- 
other stores which sell any other meat 
meat products for human consumption. 

Must warehoused plainly identified con- 
tainers, rooms floor areas which are separated from 
those where meat foodstuffs for human consumption 
are stored.

Cannot sold store which sells uninspected 
horse meat.
